SIMON  C.  BRUCE-LOCKHART 

Simon  C.  Bruce-Lockhart,  Shawnigan's  10th  Headmaster, 
arrived  to  take  over  his  new  position  on  February  2,  1990. 
His  credentials  are  impeccable.  He  was  born  in  Scotland 
40  years  ago  and  moved  to  Canada  with  his  family  when 
he  was  5  years  old.  As  a  boy,  he  attended  Ridley  College 
in  Ontario  and  upon  graduation  in  1967,  he  went  to  Yale 
University  where  he  read  English,  receiving  his  Bachelor 
of  Arts  Degree  in  1971 .  His  first  teaching  job  was  back  at 
his  old  school,  Ridley,  where  he  taught  English  and  Math- 
ematics as  well  as  coaching  football  and  hockey.  After  three 
years  there,  he  decided  to  study  Law  at  Dalhousie.  He  soon 
realized  that  teaching  was  his  first  love  and  that  being  a 
Schoolmaster,  not  a  lawyer,  was  his  true  vocation.  He  re- 
turned to  Ridley  the  following  year,  becoming  a  House- 
master. In  1979  he  moved  to  Lakefield  College  School  to 
teach  English  and  Mathematics,  coach  hockey  and  sailing. 
Not  long  after  this  he  was  appointed  Lakefield's  Director 
of  Admissions  and  then  later  Director  of  Development  and 
as  such  orchestrated  a  successful  fund  raising  campaign  -a 
busy  life  for  a  young  bachelor. 

In  1986  he  applied  for  and  was  appointed  as  Headmaster 
of  Albert  College  in  Belleville,  Ontario.  Soon  after  this  ap- 
pointment three  events  occurred  that  were  to  have  a  far  reach- 
ing and  permanent  effect  on  his  future. 

The  first  was  the  appointment  of  an  attractive  young 
teacher,  Joanne  De  Vries,  to  his  staff.  The  second  event 
followed  two  years  later  when  Simon  and  Joanne  were  mar- 
ried and  the  third,  of  course,  was  his  appointment  as 
Shawnigan's  Headmaster. 

We  at  Shawnigan  remember  Joanne  with  great  fondness 
from  her  Queen  Margaret's  School  days  where,  amongst 
her  many  other  duties,  she  invariably  accompanied  their  girls 
to  various  social  functions  being  held  here  at  the  school. 
We  were  all  thus  able  to  get  to  know  her  a  little  and  to  ap- 
preciate some  of  the  many  fine  qualities  she  possesses.  With 
hindsight  it  is  easy  to  see  that  events  would  have  turned  out 
very  differently  for  Simon  and  for  Shawnigan  if  Joanne  had 
gone  to  another  school  and  not  Albert  College!

He  has  fitted  in 
smoothly,  he  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  staff  and  stu- 
dents and  has  shown  a  sensitivity  in  his  understanding  of 
the  nuances  that  form  so  vital  a  part  of  the  make  up  of  Shaw- 
nigan. Teacher  -  coach  -  Housemaster  -  Admissions  Direc- 
tor -  Development  Director  -  Headmaster  -  just  the  right 
blend  of  ingredients  for  success  at  Shawnigan.

Connolly's  room  ready  to  learn 
all  there  was  to  know  about 
writing/journalism.  Looking 
with  horror  upon  his  class,  Mr. 
Connolly  immediately  cut  down 
the  numbers  until  only  1 3 
students  remained.  And  we 
thought  we  were  the  lucky 
ones! 

"You  will  learn  about  the  art 
of  journalism."  stated  Mr. 
Connolly  during  our  very  first 
class,  "and  you  will  learn." 
We  all  thought  that  maybe  Mr. 
Conolly  was  just  a  little  over 
energetic  about  his  new  class. 
Little  did  we  know  that 
Mr.  Connolly  was  planning  a 
year  of  cruel  and  unusual 
punishment  for  his  grade  12 
writing/journalism  class. 


The  original  plan  for  the  year, 
was  to  produce  a  newspaper 
every  2-3  months.

Constant 
checking  and  rechecking  for 
mistakes  has  consumed  a  lot  of 
time.  But  finally  the  time  has 
come  and  our  second  edition  is 
out  in  press.  The  long  hours  of 
work  have  paid  off.    And, 
hopefully,  some  people  in  the 
class  will  even  get  a  credit  for 
the  course.

This  year  Shawnigan  was  most  fortunate  to  have  a  student  participate 
in  the  18th  Annual  Student  Commonwealth  Conference  in  Ott?'  i.

Stephen  (a  Grade  1 1  student)  and  his  two  partners,  Brenna  Bhandar 
of  Glenlyon-Norfolk  School  and  Adrian  Behennah  of  St.  Michael's 
University  School,  represented  the  country  of  Sri-Lanka  and  made 
sure  that  their  country's  views  were  expressed  during  the  Heads  of 
Government  Meetings.  Aiding  them  in  this  task  was  the  information 
supplied  by  His  Excellency  Walter  G.  Rupesinghe,  the  High  Com- 
missioner for  Sri  Lanka,  with  who  Stephen,  Brenna  and  Adrian  all 
dined  with  during  the  Conference's  Gala  Dinner.  There  was  never 
a  dull  day  at  the  conference:  whether  it  was  a  debate  in  the  Senate 
of  Canada,  a  workshop  at  Carleton  University,  a  meeting  at  the  Ot- 
tawa Conference  Centre  or  dinner  at  the  Chateau  Laurier,  the  students 
were  always  kept  busy.  Finally,  Stephen,  Brenna  and  Adrian  receiv- 
ed the  award  for  the  "Best  Delegation",  which  ended  the  week  with 
a  pleasant  surprise.  Stephen  has  been  asked  to  return  next  year  as 
an  organizer  of  the  conference,  and  is  more  than  willing  to  accept 
the  offer.

Public  Speaking  and  Debating 


This  was  truly  a  banner  year  for  Shawnigan's  small 
but  enthusiastic  group  of  speakers  and  debaters,  and  the 
loss  of  only  one  member  to  graduation  leaves  us  with 
positive  prospects  for  next  year. 

The  first  activity  of  the  year  was  the  4th  session  of  the 
Vancouver  Island  Youth  Parliament  and  this  was  attended 
by  Stephen  Harper  who  acted  as  the  MLA  for  Oak  Bay. 
The  V.I.  Y.P.  is  essentially  a  re-creation  of  the  provin- 
cial legislature  of  B.C.,  and  the  laws  and  bills  that  are 
passed  at  the  V.I. Y.P.  are  forwarded  to  the  "real" 
government  for  review.  Many  bills  were  passed,  including 
those  concerning  bicycle  safety,  fireworks  possession  and 
revised  gun  control. 

The  next  activity  that  was  attended  was  the  Newman- 
Fisa  Debate  held  at  Queen  Margaret's  School,  and 
Shawnigan  was  represented  by  Stephen  Harper  and  Paul 
Dalgas  (SLS  "A")  and  Howard  Urquhart  and  Christian 
Westarp  (SLS  "B").  The  topic  was  a  very  philosophical 
one  indeed.  Be  it  resolved  that  it  is  better  to  have  an  egg 
today  than  a  hen  tomorrow.  This  topic  could  (and  was) 
interpreted  in  many  different  ways,  and  many  a  time  we 
found  ourselves  in  argument  with  an  idea  that  we  had 
not  even  considered. 

The  next  event  was  the  Regional  Debating  Champion- 
ships, held  this  year  at  Glenlyon-Norfolk  School  in  Vic- 
toria. The  topic  this  time  around  was  not  as  philosophical: 
Be  it  resolved  that  Beauty  Pageants  are  beneficial. 
Shawnigan  was  represented  once  again  by  Paul  Dalgas 
and  Stephen  Harper,  who  managed  to  win  most  of  their 
debates  despite  the  superb  competition:  the  presence  of 
Peryl  Cain  (SMU,  last  years  B.C.  champion),  Brenna 
Bhandar  (GNS,  last  years  runner-up)  and  Bevin  Manoy 
(GNS)  was,  to  say  the  least,  daunting  .  .  . 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  the  annual  mock  United  Na- 
tions Conference  held  at  Glenlyon-Norfolk  School.  This 
was  attended  by  Stephen  Harper  (representing  the 
U.S.S.R.)  and  James  Payne  and  Hamish  Nixon  (repre- 
senting Nicaragua).  During  this  conference  they  assum- 
ed the  roles  of  representatives  of  their  respective  coun- 
tries, and  tried  to  present  their  country's  views  on  the 


topics  of  debate.  Once  again,  the  resolutions  that  are  pass- 
ed are  forwarded  to  the  U.N.  in  New  York,  and  Hamish 
managed  to  pass  his  resolution  which  was  considered  one 
of  the  most  important  of  the  conference. 

The  week  after  that  was  the  Student  Commonwealth 
Conference  at  S.  Margaret's  School  in  Victoria,  and  this 
was  attended  by  Stephen  Harper  and  Paul  Dalgas, 
representing  Australia.  These  two  were  once  again  suc- 
cessful, and  Stephen  managed  to  win  an  impromptu  speak- 
ing contest  that  was  part  of  the  Conference.  However, 
this  was  just  a  preliminary  conference  for  Stephen, 
because  the  week  after  this  he  travelled  to  Ottawa  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  1 8th  Annual  Student  Commonwealth  Con- 
ference. Despite  the  fact  that  100  of  the  most  politically 
aware  students  in  Canada  were  there,  Stephen,  along  with 
his  partners,  Brenna  Bhandar  (from  Glenlyon-Norfolk 
School)  and  Adrian  Behennah  (from  St.  Michael's 
University  School)  managed  to  win  the  award  for  the  best 
delegation.  While  this  was  happening,  Paul  was  here  at 
Shawnigan  capturing  2nd  place  in  the  Hector  Macintosh 
Public  Speaking  Contest.

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When  I  was  asked  to  be  Head  of 
School,  a  year  ago,  I  knew  one  day,  not 
so  far  off,  I  would  have  to  make  this 
speech.  At  that  time  I  considered  this 
the  least  of  my  upcoming  challenges. 
Well,  a  year  has  passed,  and  now  I 
know  better.  Writing  this  address  has 
been  harder  than  any  assignment  I've 
received,  and  more  worrying  than  any 
exam  I  ever  had.  No  matter  how  many 
rewrites  and  revisions  I  do,  I  cannot 
adequately  express  what  we,  the 
graduates,  feel  today. 

When  I  decided  I  wanted  to  go  to 
boarding  school  I  was  twelve  years  old. 
It  was  two  in  the  morning,  I  had  the  flu, 
and  was  funning  a  fever  of  103°.  A 
strange  state  of  mind  to  make  decisions 
that  change  your  life.  That  fever  was 
a  fateful  one,  however,  because  I  am 
standing  here  today. 

I  am  here  to  represent  a  class  of  70 
some  individuals.  Some  of  them  have 
been  at  Shawnigan  with  me  since  Sep- 
tember 9,  1985,  while  many  others  have 
joined  us  along  the  way.  The  thing  I 
remember  about  my  first  day  is  being 
told,  by  some  considerate  grade  twelve, 
that  it  was  fine  for  me  to  walk  straight 
into  the  Master's  Common  Room  if  I 
needed  some  of  those  little  lunch  bags. 
Perhaps  Mr.  Anderson  remembers  sav- 
ing me  before  I  totally  destroyed  "tinkle 
time". 

The  last  five  years  have  been  mark- 
ed by  a  great  deal  of  change  for 
Shawnigan.  The  advent  of  co-educa- 
tion, the  reign  of  three  Headmasters, 
new  facilities  and  staff  are  all  changes 
I  have  seen  occur  at  my  school.  It  is  in- 
teresting that  those  changes  reflect 
many  that  I  have  seen  occur  within 
myself.  I  am  certainly  a  very  different 
person  than  the  boy  with  my  name  who 
moved  into  Copeman's  House  five 
years  ago.  I  feel  like  I  have  grown  not 
only  in  the  School,  but  with  it. 
Likewise,  everyone  who  spends  their 
last  day  as  a  Shawnigan  student  today, 
has  been  changed  by  the  School.  That 
is  the  beauty  of  this  place.  It  doesn't 
matter  what  your  reasons  for  being  here 
are,  what  your  motivations  are,  or  what 
your  interests  are.  You  can't  avoid 
learning  something,  at  13  or  at  17,  all 
of  us  have  grown  here.  We  all  came  as 
boys  and  girls,  but  we  are  all  leaving 
as  men  and  women. 

Up  to  this  point,  I  have  spoken  of 
Shawnigan  as  an  individual,  and  in 
many  ways  the  school  is  a  living  being. 
But  I  know,  as  do  you  all,  that  many 
people  make  up  the  whole  that  is 
Shawnigan.  There  are  The  Governors, 
who  uphold  the  so-important  principles 
upon  which  the  school  is  based.  In  them 
is  also  the  assurance  of  a  future  for 
Shawnigan  which  looks  very  bright 


indeed. 

There  are  the  students.  No  matter  if 
they  are  grade  eight  or  grade  twelve, 
their  attitude  and  motivation  is  what 
makes  Shawnigan  so  alive.  A  school  is 
nothing  without  a  positive  student  body, 
and  at  Shawnigan  the  students  continue 
to  make  the  school  the  wonderful  place 
it  is. 

It  is  the  staff,  however,  that  makes 
it  work.  They  protect  and  encourage  the 
ideals  of  The  Governors,  and  they  in- 
spire the  positiveness  within  the 
students.  Sure,  they  know  some  Physics 
or  Socials,  but  there  is  a  special  quali- 
ty to  the  Shawnigan  staff,  and  that  is 
that  they  care.  Some  of  us  don't  under- 
stand why,  but  we  are  certainly 
thankful. 

There  is  another  group  which  de- 
serves our  thanks.  To  our  parents  we 
owe  more  than  any  words  can  say. 
Without  them  we  would  not  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  be  here  now.  Their 
support  and  care  is  what  has  helped  us 
get  this  far.  We  thank  our  parents  for 
their  trust  and  faith  in  us,  and  their 
dedication  to  our  education. 

The  day  we  have  so  long  awaited  has 
finally  arrived.  Perhaps  some  of  us  wish 
we  could  have  waited  a  bit  longer, 
perhaps  not.  We  have  learned  many 
things  while  here.  Most  importantly,  we 
have  all  gained  insight  into  our  own 
lives,  and  developed  our  own  values 
and  principles.  In  that  sense,  the  hard 
part  is  over.  Now  we  must  go  out  and 
apply  what  we  have  learned,  perhaps 
adjust  it,  but  never  forget  that  Shaw- 
nigan is  where  we  learned  it. 

Finally,  I  have  two  messages  for  the 
graduating  class: 

We  are  sitting  on  the  verge  of  a  new 
stage  of  life.  Things  will  never  be  the 
same  again.  Let's  not  forget  our  youth 
in  our  looking  forward,  just  as  we 
should  not  hang  too  firmly  onto  the 
past.  Let's  be  thankful  for  the  memories 
we  have,  and  the  camaraderie  we  have 
shared.  Let's  remember  the  lessons 
we've  learned,  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom.  When  we  meet  again,  it  will 
be  as  friends. 

For  the  school: 

May  you  stay  the  magical  place  you 
were  for  us,  and  may  we  never  forget 
you.
